Ready To Join Reds 


In Carpathian Sector 


LONDON, March 30.—(INS)—A_ high-ranking member 
government-in-exile revealed tonight that some 


Crechoslovakia’s 


of 


500.000 armed men in the Carpathian mountains shortly will be 
ordered to emerge from the underground and join forces with 
Russia’s Red army in open war against the Germans. 

As Marshal Gregory K. Zhukov’s Soviet army, with two Czecho- 
slovak brigades in its ranks, smashed to within 16 miles of the 
prewar Czech frontier, its prospective reinforcement by Carpathian 
guerrillas was disclosed by Hubert Rypka, state minister and -for- 
eign affairs undersecretary in the Czechoslovak cabinet. 

Rugged Carpathian and Slovakian Partisans, he revealed, already 
heave established contact with Soviet guerrilla vanguards that have 


filtered through the receding German lines 


into the Carpatho- 


Ruthenian area which formed Czechoslovakia’s eastern corner before 
the area was seized by Hungary in 1939. 

Information regarding this contact, which apparently began the 
task of planning joint Russo-Czech operations for the liberation of 
Crechoslovakia, has reached President Edouard Benes’ Czech gov- 
ernment in London, Rypka declared. 


Within a fortnight, he added, 


official orders will go out from 


London through regular underground channels that will throw 
“some half-million loyal Carpathians’ into the battle against the 
Germans and Hungarians in eastern Czechoslovakia, alongside the 


Red army. 


These dramatic orders, the government minister said, are being 


drafted presently. Essentially, they 


will command the guerrilla units 


inside eastern Czechoslovakia to “rise from the underground and 


join the advancing Soviets.” 
While the Partisans in 


the Carpathian region do not possess 


modern weapons, Czech officials in London expressed confidence in 


their 


ability to grab arms from the Germans and Hungarians or 


if necessary give effective resistance with “anything at hand.” 
The population of that area, which is known as Sub-Carpathian 
Crechoslovakia, is predominantly Ruthenian or White Russian. The 
people speak and write the Russian language. Despite this ethnic 
and linguistic tie to Russia, the Sub-Carpathians are expected both 
by the Czechs and Soviets to remain within the framework of the 


Czechoslovak republic after the w 


ar. 


Czech officials in London pointed out that as a recent demon- 
stration of good faith on the part of the Kremlin in this matter, the 
Soviets had placed Carpathian war prisoners, who had been captured 
by the Red army while unwillingly serving in Hungarian ranks, in 
the Czech forces rather than in the Soviet army.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Na- 
ples, March 30,—(4)-—-The shoot 
ing and the shouting were past 
and the high hopes with which 
Allied troops worked their way 


into the ruins of Cassino just two 
weeks ago were dead today as the 
Allied communique dismissed ac- 
tion on this vital sector with a 
one-sentence, seven-word reference 
to patrol activity. 


Artillery and mortar fire con- 
tinued to stir dust in the dead 
town and patrols pushed their way 


suspended as the lessons of a futile 
battle were studied. 

Powerful air forces based in 
Italy continued to hammer at 
German rail communications north 
of the battle line. Wellington and 
Liberator bombers slipped across 
the Adriatic. 

ANZIO BATTLE CALM 

The Anzio-Nettuno beachhead 
also remained moderately quiet, 
with less artillery fire. Two small 
raids by German forces on the 
left flank were thrown back with 
little effort. There was a flurry 
of patrol activity on the long dor- 
mant Eighth Army front inland 
from the Adriatic.

ILES EAST OF PHILIPPINES 


Truk Pounded 
From Two Sides 
By Air Assaults

A mighty United States task 
force is pounding: Palau islands, 
Japanese bastion only 460 nautical 
miles east of the Philippines, after

Admiral W. Nimitz announced 
last night that the attack on the 
island group, which includes the 
Japanese administration center for 
all the 1,500 islands in the Caro- 
lines ,started at dawn Wednesday 
(United States time). 

“After discovery of the approach 
of our forces by enemy planes 
searching from their bases in the 
Carolines and New Guinea, their 
ships were observed fleeing the 
area before our units could reach 
attack positions,” Nimitz’ com 
munique said, 

The daring thrust has taken 
American battlecraft 1,050 nautical 
miles west of Truk, enemy plane 
and naval base which was hit 
Tuesday and Wednesday (United 
States time) in two-way aerial as 
saults by United States bombers 
from central and south Pacific air- 
dromes. 

Truk has been hit hitherto ex- 
clusively by bombers from the 
central Pacific, but today General 
MacArthur announced in a spe 
cial communique that a devastat- 
ing blow was struck that enemy 
fortess in the Carolines by land- 
based Liberators from the South 
Pacific.

Rule Rail Boost 
In Four States 


WASHINGTON, March 30.—(/) 
The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion ruled today that intrastate 
passenger fares in Alabama, Ken- 
tucky, North Carolina and Tennes- 
see should be increased to the in- 
terstate level. 

The ICC gave the state commis- 
sions 30 days in which to adjust 
the intrastate fares. If no action 
is taken by the state bodies, the 
ICC said, it will consider the “en- 
try of an appropriate order.” 

The four states have refused the 
railroads permission to. increase 
basic coach fares to 2.2 cents a 
mile, which is in effect in the re- 
mainder of the nation. Generally 
the basic coach fare 
is 1.65 cents 

Three of the ICC commissioners, 
in an opinion written by Walter 
M. W. Splawn, disagreed with the 


majority, holding that the decision 
“goes 


beyond our lawful power” 
under the interstate commerce act. 

“The evidence in these proceed- 
ings does not sustain the conten- 
tion that the maximum fares for 
interstate travel must also be the 


minimum fares for intrastate trav- 


el.” Splawn said. 

Two of the states, Alabama and 
Tennessee, also have refused the 
railroads permission to establish 
intrastate round-trip fares in sleep- 
ing and parlor cars on the same 


‘level of the interstate fares. 


The commission held that intra- 
State fares in each of the states 
may be used to break down the 
interstate fares and thereby reduce 
the carriers’ revenues on interstate 
traffic. 

The commission cited this exam- 
ple: The interstate coach fare be- 
tween Raleigh. N. C., and Knox- 
ville, Tenn., over the Southern 
Railway is $8.91: the intrastate 
coach fare between Raleigh and 
Hot Springs, N. C., is $5.25, and 
that from Hot Springs to Knox- 
ville is $2.05. 

By purchasing an _ intrastate 
ticket at Hot Springs or paying 
cash for the remainder of the 
journey, a passenger travelling

Charging that industry is “mak- 
ing alackers’ apd “wasting man- 
power” in the southern cotton- 
rayon mills by working employes 
less than 42 hours weekly, Wil- 
liam Pollock, general secretary-

Most of these workers are will- 
ing to work and 48-hour weeks 
are posted but they hardly 
achieve an average of 41 hours a 
week, Pollock said .“These peo- 
ple feel like slackers.” 

The union has asked a mini- 
mum of 60 cents an hour 
cotton-rayon industry “as a stop- 
gap” and a later minimum of 77 
cents. Also asked are paid vaca- 
tions, guaranteed daily wages for 
piece workers,

basis, and a third-shift differen- 
tial for 20,000 workers in the 
south represented by the union.

Tax. Estimate 


Change Voted 


WASHINGTON, March 30.—(4) 
Because some 15,000,000 to 20,- 
000,000 taxpayers must now guess 
at their income before they get it, 
the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee voted today to change from 
December 15 to the following Jan 
uary 15 the final day for filing 
revised estimates of income. 

Chairman Doughton, Democrat, 
North Carolina, said such a change 
would provide substantial relief 
for farmers, the self-employed and 
professional people. 

Under the pay-as-you-go law, 
declarations of expected income 
must be filed by single persons 
with wage or salary above $2,700 
and married couples above $3,500, 
and by persons with income over 
$100 from sources other than wage 
or salary. 

The first estimate, with at least 
a one-fourth tax payment, is due 
by March 15 of each year (delay- 
ed until April 15 this year), with 
such taxpayers permitted to file 
revised estimates on June 15, Sep- 
tember 15 and December 15. To- 
day’s action, if made law by con- 
gress, would move the final date 
from December 15 to the follow- 
ing January 15. 

The guessing procedure is de- 
signed to put on a current pay- 
ment basis those taxpayers whose 
approximate total tax is not taken 
by the 20 per cent withholding 
levy.

First the difficulties of transportation have to be recognized, 
but one does hope that some definite rotation policy may be estab- 


lished. 


In view of the tropical climates in which all these boys exist, 
and in view of the fact that it is hard to remain alert on a job 
which is purely waiting and watching, life becomes exhausting. 

Seeing our mén in the tropics has made me more conscious, too, 
of the loneliness and hardships !n areas like Alaska, Newfoundland 
and Iceland. The men in waiting and watching zones need more 
recreation, more athletic activity and more work than they would 


in a fighting area. 


So much for general impression. 
Our bases in the Caribbean are well established. The men are 
as comfortable as they can be under existing military and climatic 


conditions. 


They have two primé obligations, one to watch so that 


no enemy airplane or submarine can get into the area undetected; 
two, to build up better relationships for the United States on the 
fsland and on the mainiand so we will have friends to help us 
meet our problems of the present and of the future. 

In this area there are grave economic questions which have 
never been considered jointly in the past by all the nations in- 


terested in the Caribbean. 


A commission has been studying these 


problems and recently a meeting has been held for the purpose 
of discussing our joint problems. Our military groups can help or 
hinder the working out of these problems by their understanding 
and their attitude towards the people of these countries . 

In places like Dutch and British Guiana and Brazil and in some 
other countries in South and Central Ameriea we have built up 


remarkable installations. 


Sometimes they are built in places where 


you wonder how the original people managed to exist. 
Zandery Field, Dutch Guiana, is bare and dreary even today 
when all the facilities are there and a road leada to the city 20 


miles away. The bases themselves have been made healthy. 
traffic bound for far-away places passes through them. 


Much 
The men 


have the double fob of guarding this traffic, of keeping up their 
base, of helping out when supplies and repairs are needed, and 
finally, the diplomatic job of building up good relationships with 
the country in which they find themselves. 

They can never forget that they are on land which belongs to 


another sovereign nation which 
has ceded it for our joint benefit 
during the war. In the future, if 
there are to be mutual benefits 
from development in these coun- 
tries, our soldiers can never for- 
get that it will be the good feel- 
ing they have created which will 
make it possible.

This was a further advancée into 
the great semicircle around Odes- 
sa, the contracting edges of which 
are rapidly becoming the “Odessa 
inferno, \ 

Altogether, on the far-flung 
fronts, the Russians reported they 
had freed more than 420 locali- 
ties, more than 100 of them in the 
Czernowitz region. 

The Germans themselves first 
announced the fall of Czernowitz. 

Czernowitz, capital of the Bu- 
covina territory which Rumania 
ceded to Russia in 1940, is 17 
miles north of the Rumanian bor- 
der on the railway that runs 
northwest to Lwow and south to 
Iasi (Jassy), Galati (Galatz) and 
the oil center of Plesti. 

In their communique, which 
told of one Nazi setback after an- 
other on the eastern front, the 
Germans said simply that “the 
city of Czernowitz has been evacu- 
ated.” The Russians already had 
told Wednesday how their forces 
broke into the streets to liberate 
the city which in 1940 sent Mar- 
shal Zhukov to the supreme So- 
viet at Moscow as deputy. 

To the northwest the Red 
Army’s mobile units pushed up the 
‘rising valley of the Prut approach- 
ing the Polish rail town of Delatyn 
in the foothills of the Carpathians 
‘after capturing the town of Ko- 
lomea in a quick assault which 
took the Germans completely by 
surprise.

RAF Roars to Germany 
After U.S. Blasts Holland 


LONDON, Friday, March 31.—(4)—Nazi radio warnings indicated 
the RAF might be over the Reich: in force early today following 
daylight attacks by American Thunderbolts yesterday upon German 


airfields in Holland and the Holland-German border region. 


An air raid warning sounded in 
London early today. 

“An enemy formaticn is over 
Schleswig-Holstein,” the Berlin 
station announced at midnight, 
and a half-hour later it added: 
“Strong enemy formations are ap- 
proaching western Germany.” 

Thunderbolts used both bombs 
and guns in their attacks upon the 
airdromes. The U. S. Eighth Air 
Force heavy bombers took the day 
off. 

One Thunderbolt was lost and 
one German plane was destroyed 
while attempting to land at one of 
the fields. This brought the total 
number of Nazi planes knocked 
out by the Americans in the last 
four days to at least 106. 

The Thunderbolt fighter-bomb- 
ers which attacked objectives “at 
Eindhoven, near the Belgian bor- 
der, and Soersterberg, near Ut- 
recht, reported no enemy air op- 
position,” headquarters announced. 
_, This was the 25th operation .of 
the month by the Eighth Air Force 
of which’ all but two were made 
by four-engined Flying Fortresses 
and Liberators. Of the 23 major 
raids, 15 were directed at targets 
inside Germany proper. 

Locomotives and flak towers 
were shot up by’ the Thunderbolt’s 
en route to the Holland-German 
border targets and one pilét said 
eight enemy interceptors attempt- 
ed to attack him, but were out- 
maneuvered. 

The Thunderbolt attack came 
after a night which saw thé RAF 


hit targets at Vaires and Lyons in 
France and Kiel in Germany. 
Crews of the American heavy 
bombers had their second day off 
in the last 13, their last previous 
rest coming on March 25 which 


‘was followed with four successive 


operations involving between 1,750 
and 2,500 bombers. 

The night attack on railway 
targets at Vaires, 15 miles east of 
Paris, was carried out by RAF 
Halifaxes. British Lancasters 
again raided an engine works at 
Lyons in southern France, while 
Mosquitoes struck Kiel and other 
objectives in western Germany.

The need for more and more men te meet the armed forces’ 
goal of 11,300,000 men by July 1, a goal of which we are still 
nearly two million short, presents a real problem to the nation’s 
draft boards. 

That many boards have been unable to solve the dilemma, at 
least to date, was emphasized by Draft Director Lewis B. Hershey's 
revelation that the Selective Service System has failed to meet 
its calls, by approximately 100,000 men a month, since October 1 
of last year. 

Highly interesting, in this connection, is the following table, 
forwarded to every loca] draft and appeal board in the country 
by Director Hershey. It shows, in total number and percentages, 
the classification, as of the first of last month, of America’s 22,- 
198.000 men between the ages of 18 and 37 inclusive,

LACKING PERIL So, being safe and comfortable, making no 

sacrifice in our daily lives worthy the 
name of sacrifice, we have to give ear to the sound of the grinding 
of axes. 

If the enemy shells were falling in our home city, we would 
know what we thought and in what we believed. 

If any day the bombers might appear overhead; if about us were 
wrecked and shattered buildings, and if in our hearts there were 
new sorrows, we would know what we believed. 

Our home front must depend for its fighting spirit and its de- 
termination on the fact that we are defending principles which 
would mean the end of our way of life if defeated. 

There isn’t much “go” in that, 

And so life goes on, smoothly, safely, comfortably, except in 
the homes where the black wing of death has come.

Allies Unprepared Politically 
As Date For Invasion Approaches 


On March 18, in Algiers, General de Gaulle made a very im- 
portant speech, the text of which wag not published here, despite 
that in it the head of the French Committee for Liberation reviewed 
the role of France in the war, its relations with other countries, 
and the rules to guide the French future. 

The speech was moderate and programmatic both for the near 
future and years to come. It was the apeech of a fighting ally, 
loyal to the common cause, of a Frenchman loyal to France, and 
of a European loyal to Europe. 

General de Gaulle made it clear that the French Committee, 
while it will welcome and need the co-operation of Anglo-American 
armies, will not accept the government of France by other than a 
French authority. 

This holds for transitional governments. 
tee insists that nothing can be achieved without order, and that all 
transitional public authority must, in behalf of order, proceed from 
a central authority, with strict discipline. The committee will 
designate loyal local authorities, who have had no connection with 
collaborationism, and who wil] administer pending the constitution 
of local assemblies, and the calling of a national congress to create 
the Fourth French Republic. 


COMMITTEE'S PROGRAM The Committee of Liberation 

has its own program for France, 
whieh. wil], hewever, have to &e eubmitted te the mew constitu- 
tional assembly. It calls for the nationalization of basic French 
resources and their administration by the state through organs in 
which labor and management. are represented. . It “will. not tolerate 
coalitions of interests, private monopolies, of trusts.” It would 
confiscate the wealth of those who have ‘profiteered from the 
suffering of the French nation, and especially from collaboration 
with Nazi invaders. On the other hand, it reaffirms the freedom 
of all other private enterprise, “recognizing fair profits as tséful.” 
It premises the restoration of civil rights. 

The committee seems not to doubt that this French new deal 
represents the ideas of the French majority. And in his speech Gen- 
eral de Gaulle appeals to all classes and parties of the French people 
to join the committee, “regardless of origins and political tend- 
encies,” for the reconstruction of a new France. 

In foreign policy it is clear that General de Gaulle is for the 
revival of a new Europe, associated or federated, particularly in 
regard to its economy, which will integrate itself in the frame- 
work of the four,spowers. He rightly sees that “what hinders the 
balance of the Allies in the present policy is the absence of the 
greater part of Europe.” He wants to see “a western European 
grouping as broad as possible.” 

In a previous speech, General de Gaulle had expressed him- 
self 4s against the dismemberment of the German pation. In this 
one he speaks of “Eterwal Germany,” “which has me in our 
time Hitler’s Germany.” Yet he teems to hohe far the reintegration 
of a purged Germany into a Europe “which will} prove again Eu- 
rope’s worth to mankind, reappearing more enlightened by her 
trials, and able to undertake work of a material, intellectual and 
moral nature for the organization of the world, once she has 
crushed the major cause of Europe’s tragedies and divisions—the 
frantic power of Prussianized Germany.” 


NO RANTING General de Gaulle does not rant and he 

does not aecuse any of the Allies. But he does 
express the regret that “the conditions in which this committee is 
placed do not permit it to have in relations with other great powers 
a hearing proportionate to its sacred obligations.” (To France and 
Freneh sovereignty.) “The result is that in regard to great politi- 
cal and strategical problems presented by the war, France is ab- 
sent ...a fact of which the nation and her friends are profoundly 
consetous.” 

General de Gaulle’s speech was made a week after Washington 
correspondents had reported that the President and secretary of 
state had decided to turn the administration of France over to 
General Eisenhower. General de Gaulle stated in his speech that 
Washington and London had been advised of the committee’s plans. 
Apparently these plans have been rejected. Mr. Mull explained last 
week that we did not intend to deal with Vichy authorities, and 
that cojlaboration with the de Gaulle committee is not excluded. 
If we do not deal with Vichy, however, there is no other organized 
French authority with whom we can deal, and the case of General 
Giraud ought to teaeh us that we are unable to improvise a stable 
authority. 

Without ane an army of occupation becomes just that. The 
Italian experience ought to teach us the difficulties that attend such 
an army without an anti-Fascist government commanding authority. 

Without a central French authority, there will be chaos in 
France. “We are advised by our lead including Mr. Churchill, 
that invasion is approaching. The ind@ itions are that we are 
pentically unprépared for it, and that, Zyueed, we are in conflict 
with only exganized, pro-ally political autbority.

spondents who, according to the editors, “were carefully selected 
for political balance,” 


Among the participating newspapermeg, of whom the magazine 
said all are “acknowledged experts in analyzing the Washington 
scene,” personal political views “range from consérvative Repub- 
licanism to all-out New Dealism, with the division between those 
with known political convictions about equal.”. 


The write? was one of those selected to take part fm the poll, 
and it was interesting to find that a majority of the others made 
the same appraisal of the election outleok as I did. 


Perhaps the most interesting phase of the preview was that 26 
of the 50 correspondents picked the Democrats to win the coming 
presidential election. The Republicans were favored to win 3 m4 
while the remaining two were uncertain as to the outcome. ost 
agreed, however, that the election promises to be one of the most 
hotly contested the country has seen in years. 


NO SURPRISE No surprise was occasioned by the rating 

which the correspondents gave President 
Roosevelt and Governor Thomas E. Dewey as the likely candidates 
of their respective parties. 
favorites to win the nominations. 


In the case of Mr. Roosevelt, 49 of the correspondents picked 
him as the most likely nominee of his party. Governor Dewey, 
on the other hand, was‘picked by 45 to head the Republican ticket, 


Something of the same unanimity applied to the newspa 
men’s forecast of the vice preaidential nominees. Vice President 
Wallace was named by 24 of the group as the most likely selection 
for second place on the ticket with Mr. Roosevelt, with Speaker 
of the House Sam Rayburn the favorite to win of 14. For the 
Republican vice presidential nomination, Governor Earl Warren, 
of California, was picked by 40 of the writers. 


The forerhost question asked the newsmen by Newsweek was: 
“Irrespective of his chances for nomination and election, who, in 
your opinion, is the man best qualified to be the next President?” 


Using a weighted tabulation for evaluating the replies, whereby 
three points were given for first choice, two points for second, and 
one for third, the President, on the basis of his exsperience as chief 
executive, was the overwhelming choice of the newspapermen. He 
received a total of 92 points, to 40 for his nearest, competitor, Gov- 
ernor Dewey, and 30 each for Wendell L. Willkie and Senator 


Robert A. Taft, of Ohio. 


Mr. Roosevelt was the first choice of 26 of the correspondents, 
whereas Mr. Dewey, for example, was the first choice of only six, 


2 TO 1 OVER DEWEY On the basis of the weighted tabu- 
lation, the President was .more than 


a 2-1 favorite over Dewey, and 3-1 over Willkie and Taft. 


But while Dewey and Taft recelved fhe greatér number of 
first-choice votes among Republicans from the standpoint of presi- 
dential fitness, Mr. Willkie, it should be noted, was the second 
choice of a larger number than any of the candidates suggested, 


In substance the preview confirms what seasoned observers have

LOS ANGELES—As 
army advances toward 
erm borders of Hitler's fortress 
hurope, there has been corre- 
sponding development and exten- 
sion of Soviet foreign policy. The 
Russian leaders seem determined 
to make two things clear to their 
allies, to their enemies, and to the 
rest of the world.

Arnall Installs 


Penal Advisors 


Wiley L. Moore, Atlanta capi- 
talist, and five other prominent 
Georgians have been designated 
members of a new advisory board 
for the Georgia Prison System and 
if Governor Arnall has his way 
the new board will be given con- 
stitutional authority to adminis- 
ter all the state’s penal institu- 
uons. 

The new group was instituted 
yesterday by the Governor by 
executive fiat, and in addition to 
Moore, who directed the prison 
system while reforms of the Ar- 
nall administration were being in- | 
troduced, are: 

The Rev. T. F. Callaway, for- | 
mer president of the Georgia Bap- 
list convention and at present pas- 
tor of the First Baptist church, 
Thomasville: H. T. Brice, former 
member of the Georgia penal com- 
mission and chairman of the 
Brooks county commission, Quit- 
man; Mrs. J. C. Blalock, president 
of the Georgia League of Women 
Voters, Atlanta; the Rev. L. M. 
Twiggs, pastor of the First Meth- 
odist church, Gainesville, and 
Judge Frank E. Gabriels, ordinary 
and county commissioner of Hab- 
ersham county, Clarkesville. 


Arnall said he will ask the next 
session of the legislature to give 
the board statutory status, and 
that he will seek a constitutional 
amendment to vest the body with 
all powers necessary to place op- 
eration of the state’s penal Insti- 
tutions under it. 

hie said he will seek similar 
powers for it as those now exer- 
cised by the State Board of Re- 
genis over the University System 
of Georpia, and other branches of 
the state government. 

Incident to the announcement, 
Arnall said the state has “hardly 
scratched the surface in its re- 
form program.’ 

“Many prisoners have taken ad- 
Vantage of our program by escap- 
ing,” Arnall said. “I personally 

refer a Numane and liberal sys- 
em to the use of chains, leg irons, 
brutality. The records show prac- 
tically all escapes are recaptured 
and the escapist only prolongs his 
term. 

“The prison problem will grow | 
more acute because of the man-| 
power shortage, and the fact that | 
we cannot employ competent per- | 
sonnel. There will be more es- | 
capes because of the lack of suf- | 
ficient guards and other atta-| 
ches, but things are working out | 
all right. We are going to have 
& prison program second to none— 
one which will point the way to 
modern penal institution opera- 
tion.”

Lonergan sat impassively at the | 
counsel table as Assistant District | 
Attorney Jacob Grumet asked the} 
dry to return a first degree ver- | 
Gict on the ground he killed her 
with premeditation because she 
made a will cutting him off from 
her $7,000,000 fortune. 

Defense Attorney Edward V. 
Broderick at no time conceded to 
the jury that Lonergan took the | 
pretty brunett’s life, In a fit of 
rage or otherwise. 

He pictured the RCAF cadet as 
“a carefree country boy from the 
far reaches of Canada who was| 
cheated by the city slickers of the | 
Gistrict attorney's staff.” 

Attempting to rip the. state’s 
case to shreds, the fiery defense | 
counse! declared that Lonergan | 
was drunk when he wast brought 
to the district attorney's office and | 
that “he was kept drunk” until | 
he gave his purported confession. | 

RProderick ‘ the state ubt 


failed to prove beyond a doubt 
that Lonergan committed the 
crime. 

He pointed to the state's con-| 
tention that scratches on Loner- 
fans face were inflicted by his 
wife in her death struggles and 
recalled that two witnesses who 
saw Lonergan within two hours 
after the crime observed n0 
scratches on him. 

The defense lawyer said, the 
slaving could have been committed 
by a burglar or by one of the 22- 
year-old wife's male friends.

The author, Evelyn Schwartz- 
trauber, of the department’s drug 
and pharmaceuticals unit, said 
“the drug’ industry must hold it- 
self in readiness for even more 
fantastic changes” than _ those 
brought about by the sulfa drugs, 
blood banks and body part trans- 
plantations. | 

Of penicillin she said new 
strains such as patulin, clavacin, 
actinomycin and fumigatin have 
demonstrated even greater killing 
power in the laboratory.

Legal Aspects of 
FDR Directives 


WASHINGTON, March 30.—(/) 
The senate voted its judiciary 
committee $5,000 today to finance 
an investigation into the consti- 
tutional and statutory authority 
for every executive order and 
presidential directive issued since 
the advent of the first Roosevelt 
administration. 

The action was taken after Ma- 
jority Leader Barkley, Kentucky, 
expressed the view the informa- 
tion might prove “useful to con- 
gress—provided there was no at- 
tempt to make the inquiry “a fish- 
ing expedition” designed to probe 
into the reasons for the issuance 
of each order. 

Congress, he said, has no more 
reason to inquire into executive 
conferences that preceded the is- 
suance of such directives than it 
would to summon members of the 
supreme court to inquire into dis- 
cussions of its members.
